Those Who Put It Off 


.Many Men Neglect. to Make Their

A man hates to make his will be- 
cause he does not want to contem- 
plate even the possibility that need 
could arise for the existence of such 
a thing. 


Yet cases occur every day: where 
the need does arise and there is no 
such document. Not long ago a 
prominent lawyer dicd deaving no will, 
and many of his clients knew that 
for years he_ had insistently urged

“Here is a’ wonder- 
ful ‘souree of light, energy and heat)

Further evidence of this was sup- 
plied when on the way to Viking, for 
close by Tofield a big mallard duck 
flew across the ‘track and made the 
eyes of the hunting members of the 

‘ party glisten as they watched its 

course. There "were many specula- 
“tions as to whence it had come,. as 
the lakes are now frozen over. 


Right at the Wells 

At Viking several motor cars were 
<in waiting. to transport us over the 
few miles of road between ‘the village 
and the field. & bad tire that had 
to be changed at the last moment 
put our car in the rear and others 
were out of sight before we made a 
start. 

The first well visited was three and 
a half miles from the Viking depot, 
and long before we reached the spot, 
the roar of the escaping gas could be 
heard, for the leading members of our 
party had reached the first well and 
it was being tapped for their benefit.

To anyone, not very familiar with

‘hillocks, which, to gather from the 
conversation constitutes the correct 
aspects for gas and oil country. At 
the side of one of these small hills 
_ there will be seen a projecting pipe 
looking for all the world like an en- 
larged fire hydrant. This runs for 
some twenty. or. thirty feet below .the 
ground in an open pit with wooden 
casing. Further down the. pipe alone 
passes into the ground. In this por- 
tion, some 7 or 8 feet, which projects 
above the ground, there iS a valve 


opened and closed with screw wheels, | 


by which the gas can be allowed to 
escape. In the majority of the wells, 
it is understood, a small amout of gas 
is allowed to escape all the — time. 
Standing out, as these pipes do, on the 
bare hillside, no ont, unless aware of 
their identity, would take them for gas 
wells. u :

‘of about $40,000. ; 


A Mighty Demonstration 
Doubling back; we turned north 
again up another road, and after go- 
ing about four miles came to a diff- 
erent well. To give some estimate of 
the district it must be said that the 
area wherein the wells are situated 
is about seven by nine miles. In this 
there are to be found nine completed 
wells and the tenth has now the drill- 
ing rig over’it. This is a direct contra- 
diction to the story that has been in 
circulation that there is only one well 
in the area. As a: matter of fact the 
party did not visit the discover well. 
At this second well we were right on 
the spot when the valve was. opened. 
There was a great hiss which grew.
